hospitalized yesterday for pos¬ 
sible pneumonia, the facility 
treating the 93-year-old inter¬ 
nationally renowned evange¬ 
list said. 

"He was admitted this after¬ 
noon," a spokeswoman for 
Mission Hospital in Asheville, 
North Carolina told AFP. 

The hospital said in a state¬ 
ment that he was admitted "for 
evaluation and treatment of his 
lungs," and that he was in sta¬ 
ble condition and was "alert, 


smiling and waving at hospital 
staff." 

"The pulmonologist treat¬ 
ing Mr Graham, Mark Hellre- 
ich, MD, said that Mr Graham 
is being tested for possible 
pneumonia," according to the 
hospital. 

The reverend — a Southern 
Baptist preacher who rose to 
become spiritual advisor to 
millions of American television 
viewers and several US presi¬ 
dents — was previously hospi¬ 
talized for successful treatment 
of pneumonia last May.

Lago High School Graduating Class of 66 


There are certain vernacular 
terms unique to every nation, 
Aruba has its share, but one 
of those is the label “Lago- 
lite.”

“We 
used to run out of our class¬ 
rooms to watch them pass 
overhead,” recalls Mary 
Swartz-Sinker, “this use to 
really distress our teacher, 
Ms. Gallicani.” 

“The jets heralded a 
change in lifestyle for all of 
us,” comments another. “Tra¬ 
veling back to family became 
less of a chore; prior to that it 
was an all-day or two-day un¬ 
dertaking just to get almost 
anywhere.”

This past week, Aruba Prime 
Minister, Mike Eman met 
with Curasao Prime Minister 
Gerrit Schotte. They decided 
to create two commissions to 
work on the platform of co¬ 
operation and working to¬ 
gether of the former Antillean 
islands. The commissions, 
one to work on legal aspects, 
and the other on startegic 
plans would delineate how 
the islands will continue to 
support each other and work 
together. 

Last Monday, Aruba, Cu¬ 
rasao and St. Maarten, during 
the second Arikok encounter, 
signed the agreement for the 
creation of the two commis¬ 
sions. 

The government of Aruba 
believes that this type of in¬ 
terchange at the Prime Minis¬ 
ter’s level is of utmost 
importance for the creation of 
a platform for better cooper¬ 
ation between the islands that 
were once a part of the Antil¬ 
lean Constellation who now 
have their own Apart Status. 
Holland applauds this initia¬ 
tive from Aruba.. .a new ap¬ 
proach for working together 
rather than a distancing from 
each other. 

The first commission cre¬ 
ated will begin its work imme¬ 
diately, to investigate what are 
the judicial consequences of 
the introduction of the au¬ 


tonomous countries of Cura¬ 
cao and St. Maarten for an 
agreement of cooperation be¬ 
tween the former Antillean is¬ 
lands and Aruba and the 
protocols agreed upon. This 
commission will also explore 
what would be the areas of co¬ 
operation between the islands. 

The Strategic Commis¬ 
sion, that will also begin its 
work immediately, has the 
task of formulating a general 
format for the new form of 
cooperation between Aruba, 
Curacao and St. Maarten. 
This format should aim for 
the creation of a greater syn¬ 
ergy of a socio-economic co¬ 
operation with the objective 


of a better quality of life and 
welfare for the citizens of the 
islands. 

Both commissions are also 
charged with exploring how 
the cooperation with the Eu¬ 
ropean Union will continue 
after December 31, 2013. 

In last Monday’s meeting 
they also discussed the 
agenda for the upcoming 
Dutch Kingdom Conference 
to be held here on the 14th of 
December.

Union leaders and employees willing to wait a bit longer! 


ORANJESTAD — Last week 
in a meeting with union leaders 
of the FTA and SVGA and a 
group of employees, they heard 
from Minister of Social Affairs, 
Michelle Winklaar-Hooyboer 
exactly what the situation was 
and is with respect to their 
overdue request for salary revi¬ 
sions and adaptation. 

According to Michelle Win¬ 
klaar-Hooyboer, the meeting 
was a pleasant one and that the 
employees and the unions now 



understand perfectly what has 
transpired thus far and what 
needs to be done to comply 
with the employee requests. 

Among the reasons cited 
for the incredibly long wait to 
find a solution, is the long list 
of promtotions, salary revi¬ 
sions and adjustments of a 
group of 25 employees work¬ 
ing for the Stichting voor Ver- 
standelijk Gehandicapten 
Aruba. This foundation ope¬ 
rates schools and centers for 
the care of physically and/or 
mentally challenged citizens. 


The employees decided to 
visit the Minister to get first 
hand information regarding the 
process with respect to their re¬ 
quest for salary revisions. The 
process has taken an eternity, 
in some cases almost 9 years! 
It is understandable that these 
emplo- yees have run out of 
patience. The Minister assured 
the employees that she has 
been working on the matter 
since the beginning days of her 
tenure as Minister, but that she 
has had to begin from scratch 
as there was no previous doc¬ 


umentation on file relative to 
their situation. 

A special commission was 
instituted with a representative 
of her ministry to propell the 
process forward, which indeed 
has been in the works for too 
many years. 

During the process, the 
government was charged with 
reviewing the situation of each 
individual employee. Each po¬ 
sition and salary scale had to 
be analyzed to determine 
whether the function and/or 
salaries were correct or 


needed to be actualized and as 
from which year. This, accord¬ 
ing to the Minister was a huge 
task, but that they have finally 
completed that excercise. 

The Minister indicated that 
there is the need of 1 million 
Aruban florins to be able to 
pay SVGA so that they can 
comply with the adaptations, 
adjusments and revisions of 
the salaries of the employees. 

However, according to 
Michelle Winklaar-Hooyboer, 
the amount of 1 million 
Aruban florins has not been 


budgeted for 2011 ’s island 
budget. The intention is to in¬ 
clude this sum in the new 2012 
budget. She assured the group 
of employees and their unions, 
that as soon as Parliament ap¬ 
proves the new budget and this 
amount, the Department of Fi¬ 
nances wil begin paying the 
employees what they are due. 

Both the FTA union and the 
employees in attendance at the 
meeting expressed their under¬ 
standing for the situation and 
their satisfaction for being in¬ 
formed as to what were the 
bottlenecks. 

Minister Winklaar-Hooy¬ 
boer expressed her sincere re¬ 
gret that this situation took this 
long to be resolved, especially 
in view of the fact that the em¬ 
ployees of this foundation is 
doing such a fabulous job car¬ 
ing for a group of very special 
people in our community. But, 
she said, we are happy now 
that we are finally going to 
comply within just a very short 
time more.

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Flood of sanctions fails to halt 
Syrian bloodshed

Police dismantle protest 
camps in LA, Philadelphia 


DAMASCUS (AFP) - The em¬ 
battled regime of Syrian Presi¬ 
dent Bashar al-Assad 
yesterday pressed on with a 
deadly crackdown on dissent 
even as a flood of fresh sanc¬ 
tions further isolated Damas¬ 
cus. 

Activists said 12 civilians 
were killed by Syrian forces in 
the flashpoint provinces of 
Idlib and Homs, while in the 
southern Daraa province, cra¬ 
dle of eight months of anti¬ 
regime unrest, a blast killed 
seven security forces. 

The latest violence came as 
the world's largest Islamic 
body, the Organisation of Is¬ 
lamic Cooperation, urged Syria 
to cooperate with the Arab 
League and allow a team of ob¬ 
servers to visit the country. 

The League imposed sanc¬ 
tions on the Damascus regime 
Sunday after it defied an ulti¬ 
matum to accept observers 
under a plan to halt the crack¬ 
down which the UN says has 
killed more than 3,500 people 
since mid-March. 

After emergency talks on 
Syria, a statement by the OIC 
urged Damascus to "immedi¬ 
ately stop using excessive 
force against civilians" and to 
"respond to the decisions of 
the Arab League." 

Speaking after the meeting 
OIC chief Ekmeleddin Ih- 
sanoglu said the group "urged 
Syria to stop violating human 
rights and to allow Islamic and 
international human organisa¬ 
tions access to Syria." 

Turkey, following the lead 


of Arab states, also announced 
yesterday a raft of sanctions 
against Syria winning praise 
from Washington which said 
the action will further isolate 
Assad's embattled regime. 

Turkish Foreign Minister 
Ahmed Davutoglu announced 
the sanctions including an im¬ 
mediate ban on all transactions 
with the Damascus govern¬ 
ment and central bank and 
freezing all Syrian state assets 
in Turkey. 

Similar measures would 
also be taken against "some

Austerity endangers Two million strike in Britain over 

Europe's military ambitions pension changes 



BRUSSELS (AFP) - Years of 
austerity are stifling Europe’s 
defence ambitions: anti-piracy 
warships are lacking off Soma¬ 
lia, riot police are stretched in 
Kosovo and not one EU mili¬ 
tary doctor can be found to go 
to Uganda. 

Drastic cuts in defence 
spending over the past years 
are making it harder for the 
European Union to maintain 
military operations, officials 
warn, seriously denting a bid 
to build a common security 
policy. 

"We have a real problem in 
Europe. We are not able to gen¬ 
erate what we need for our mis¬ 
sions," said a senior EU official. 

Strategic differences and a 
lack of willingness have also 
held up the EU common de¬ 
fence and security policy, with 
Britain preferring to work 
within NATO and opposing ef¬ 
forts backed by France, Poland 
and Germany to open an EU 
military headquarters. 

Dwindling budgets, exacer¬ 
bated by the economic crisis, 
are forcing European govern¬ 
ments to shed national pride 
and team up with neighbours 
in order to maintain military 
might or relevance. 

EU defence ministers meet¬ 
ing in Brussels yesterday 
agreed to cooperate in 11 proj¬ 


ects in various fields such as 
air-to-air refuelling aircraft, 
aircraft pilot training, and sur¬ 
veillance and reconnaissance 
assets. 

The conflict in Libya, while 
a resounding success for the 
NATO alliance, was fraught 
with harsh examples of the 
EU's deep military shortcom¬ 
ings even though Europeans 
led the fight. 

European air forces quickly 
ran short of munitions, forcing 
the United States to fill the 
gap, while the US military pro¬ 
vided three-quarters of critical 
air-to-air refuelling aircraft and 
reconnaissance flights. 

In a stark illustration of the 
yawning gap between the 
United States and Europe, EU 
governments can field 42 air-to- 
air refuelling aircraft, compared 
to 650 US airborne tankers. 

Top US defence officials 
have scolded European allies 
for cutting their military 
spending, bluntly telling them 
that they will no longer be able 
to rely on the United States as 
Washington faces its own dose 
of austerity. 

US President Barack 
Obama also made it clear dur¬ 
ing a visit to Australia earlier 
in November that Washing¬ 
ton’s strategic concerns were 
increasingly shifting to Asia. 


LONDON (AFP) - Up to two 
million public sector workers 
in Britain went on strike yes¬ 
terday over changes to their 
pensions, after the government 
responded to slashed growth 
forecasts with fresh spending 
cuts. 

In what unions said was the 
biggest walkout in decades, 
thousands of schools were shut, 
hospitals operated with mini¬ 
mum staffing levels and local 
authorities were paralysed. 

Thousands of workers 
marched through central Lon¬ 
don and Manchester, north¬ 
west England, during the 
24-hour strike. However, fears 
of long delays at London's 
Heathrow airport, one of the 
world's busiest air passenger 

The Netherlands 
recalls its 
ambassador 
in Tehran 

THE HAGUE (AFP) - The 
Dutch foreign ministry yester¬ 
day said it was recalling its 
ambassador to Iran for "con¬ 
sultations," a day after Islamic 
militants ransacked the British 
embassy. 

Foreign Minister Uri 
Rosenthal "recalled the Tehran 
ambassador for consultations. 
The reason is the violent as¬ 
sault on the British embassy 
and diplomatic compound yes¬ 
terday in Tehran", the foreign 
ministry said in a statement. 

The step was taken to show 
solidarity with Britain, the 
statement said, noting that the 
ambassador would be brought 
back as quickly as possible. 

London decided yesterday 
to close its Tehran embassy 
and demanded Iran shutter its 
embassy in London within 48 
hours. 

Berlin and Paris have also 
recalled their ambassadors.

Osborne infuriated the 
unions by announcing a new 
two-year, one-percent cap on 
public sector pay rises. 

Cameron was scathing 
about the strike, telling parlia¬ 
ment it had been a "damp 
squib" and lambasting unions 
for calling the action while ne¬ 
gotiations on pensions were 
ongoing. 

The prime minister insisted 
that reforms to public sector 
pensions were "absolutely es¬ 
sential," and accused Ed 
Miliband, leader of the opposi¬ 
tion Labour Party, of being "ir¬ 


responsible, left-wing and 
weak" for refusing to condemn 
the strike. 

The Unison union said two 
million workers had taken part 
in the stoppages, and claimed 
they had wider support. 

Brendan Barber, general 
secretary of the Trades Union 
Congress (TUC), said the gov¬ 
ernment had put the public sec¬ 
tor "under attack" and the 
strike was fully justified.

HIV spreading in 
Europe, but AIDS 
cases declining: 
study 


STOCKHOLM (AFP) - HIV 
infections continued to rise in 
Europe in 2010, but thanks to 
treatment the number of cases 
of full-blown AIDS has dra¬ 
matically declined in recent 
years, according to a report 
published. 

"The new data raises con¬ 
cern about the continuing 
transmission of HIV in Eu¬ 
rope,” the World Health Or¬ 
ganisation's Europe office and 
the European Centre for Dis¬ 
ease Prevention and Control 
(ECDC) said in their joint re¬ 
port, published a day before 
World AIDS Day. 

Last year, 27,116 new 
cases of HIV infections were 
reported in the European 
Union and European Eco¬ 
nomic Area, which is an in¬ 
crease of around four percent 
from 2009, according to the 
report, which stressed that sta¬ 
tistics from Austria and 
Liechtenstein had not been ac¬ 
cessible. 

"In contrast, the steady de¬ 
crease of AIDS cases contin¬ 
ued in 2010 with 4,666 
reported cases in the EU/EEA 
region," it said, pointing out 
that this was a drop of almost 
50 percent from 2004 and 
stressing the importance of 
early HIV detection for rein¬ 
ing in the AIDS epidemic. 

According to a United Na¬ 
tions report published last 
week, a record 34 million peo¬ 
ple worldwide lived with HIV 
last year, while improved 



treatment has meant that the 
number of AIDS-linked 
deaths has steadily dropped 
from a peak of 2.2 million in 
2005 to 1.8 million last year. 

According to that report, 
about half of those eligible for 
treatment are now receiving it, 
something that saved the lives 
of 700,000 people in 2010. 

"We need to demonstrate 
the political courage to focus 
on key populations most af¬ 
fected by HIV and to address 
the issue of late diagnosis of 
HIV infection which often 
leads to delayed treatment and 
higher rates of AIDS-related 
morbidity and mortality," 
ECDC chief Marc Sprenger 
said in a statement issued by 
the Stockholm-based EU 
agency. 

ECDC and WHO re¬ 
searchers noted that "HIV epi¬ 
demics are remarkably 
distinct in individual countries 
but overall, HIV continues to 
disproportionately affect cer¬ 
tain key populations." 

According to the report, 
HIV in Europe is still mainly 
transmitted through sex be¬ 
tween men, while in cases of 
heterosexual contact, about 
one third of the reported cases 
originates with people from 
countries facing general epi¬ 
demics of the virus. 

People who inject drugs 
and people who are not aware 
that they carry the disease 
make up the biggest threat of 
transmission, according to the 
report. 

The head of WHO Europe, 
Zsuzsanna Jakab, stressed the 
importance of creating "tai¬ 
lored responses" to HIV epi¬ 
demics for different areas, 
since the characteristics can 
differ significantly. 

Sprenger agreed, insisting 
that "only the knowledge of 
the characteristics of the epi¬ 
demic in specific regions al¬ 
lows for effective responses" 
against the spread of the dis¬ 
ease. 


China clinic blamed for 
hepatitis C outbreak 


BEIJING (AFP) - More than 
150 Chinese villagers, many 
of them children, may have 
been infected with hepatitis 
C by a clinic that reused old 
needles, state media and 
local authorities said 
Wednesday. 

Nineteen people who re¬ 
ceived treatment at the pri¬ 
vately-run clinic in central 
China have tested positive 
for the disease, which the 
World Health Organisation 


says can lead to cirrhosis of 
the liver and liver cancer. 

Another 98 are suspected 
to have been infected in 
Henan province, where the 
clinic is located, the state-run 
Beijing Times reported. 

The paper quoted local of¬ 
ficials as saying the clinic 
regularly reused needles, but 
that they were still trying to 
establish whether it was to 
blame for the outbreak. 

A statement from health 


authorities in neighbouring 
Anhui province said 43 pa¬ 
tients who attended the clinic 
had been screened for the 
disease, and that the outbreak 
was "probably due to unsafe 
injections". 

Hepatitis C is transmitted 
through contact with the 
blood of an infected person. 

The WHO says more than 
350,000 people die from 
hepatitis C-related liver dis¬ 
eases globally each year.

Brazil proposes South American 
broadband network 


BRASILIA (AFP)- Brazil this 
week proposed the creation of 
a fiber optic broadband con¬ 
nection network linking all 
South American countries to 
bring down the cost of Internet 
and cellular phone access. 

Addressing his fellow 
South American communica¬ 
tions ministers, Brazil's Paulo 
Bernardo said the goal was to 
build "a ring of South Ameri¬ 
can fiber optic networks" link¬ 
ing all countries of the region. 

He noted that many re¬ 
gional countries were commu¬ 
nicating with each other via 


the United States. 

"It is an issue easy to re¬ 
solve..It would cost $60 mil¬ 
lion (45 million euros). We 
could do it in two years," he 
added. "Connection costs for 
South American users repre¬ 
sent on average between 35 
and 40 percent of the total 
price of the service," Bernardo 
said. 

"An Internet provider in 
South America pays, in the 
best of cases, three times more 
for the connection than in the 
United States. This situation 
must change urgently," he 


added. 

The minister cited a Brazil¬ 
ian study indicating that a drop 
of four dollars in connection 
costs in Brazil would mean In¬ 
ternet access for an additional 
three million households. 

"We have to create a South 
American solution for optic 
communication," he added. 

Meanwhile, Colombia's 
Maria Emma Mejia, the secre¬ 
tary general of the Union of 
South American Nations 
(UNASUR), said it was im¬ 
portant to involve the private 
sector in the initiative. 


Facebook settles US privacy violation 
charges 


(AFP) - Facebook has 
agreed to tighten its privacy 
policies and submit to exter¬ 
nal audits in order to settle 
charges that it abused users' 
personal data, US authorities 
said. 

In a deal with the Federal 
Trade Commission, the so¬ 
cial networking giant prom¬ 
ised to honor users' privacy 
preferences and to stop mak¬ 
ing claims about the security 
of personal information that 
are untrue. 

The deal settles two-year- 
old accusations that Face- 
book — which has some 800 


million users - had allowed 
advertisers access to users' 
personal data when users 
were told it was being kept 
private. 

That includes giving con¬ 
sumers "clear and prominent 
notice and obtaining con¬ 
sumers' express consent be¬ 
fore their information is 
shared beyond the privacy 
settings they have estab¬ 
lished." 

Facebook did not admit 
guilt and was not fined in the 
case, which arose from an 
investigation by privacy 
groups in December 2009 


that it had deceived users 
over the protection of their 
personal data - such as their 
name, age, location, gender 
and friends — when it 
changed its privacy settings. 

Facebook founder and 
chief executive Mark 
Zuckerberg said in a state¬ 
ment to users on the official 
Facebook Blog page that the 
company had already imple¬ 
mented many of the prom¬ 
ises in the FTC settlement. 

"I'm the first to admit that 
we've made a bunch of mis¬ 
takes," he wrote. 


US circus pays fines to settle 
animal abuse charge 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
operators of Ringling Brothers 
and Barnum & Bailey Circus 
have agreed to pay a fine of 
$270,000 to settle a probe into 
violations of the Animal Wel¬ 
fare Act for animal abuse, US 
officials said. 

The settlement announced 
this week by the US Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture "sends a 
direct message to the public 
and to those who exhibit ani¬ 


mals that USD A will take 
all necessary steps to pro¬ 
tect animals regulated 
under the Animal Welfare 
Act," said Agriculture Sec¬ 
retary Tom Vilsack. 

"The civil penalty and 
other stipulations in the 
settlement agreement will 
promote a better under¬ 
standing of the rights and 
responsibilities of all ex¬ 
hibitors in maintaining and 
caring for animals under 
their care." 

USD A said the penalty 
against circus operator 
Feld Entertainment covers the 
period from 2007 to 2011 and 
calls for training for all em¬ 
ployees who work with ani¬ 
mals, including trainers, 
handlers, attendants and veteri¬ 
narians. 

Feld Entertainment said the 
agreement does not admit 
wrongdoing or violations. 

USD A requires the opera¬ 
tors to provide their animals 


with proper veterinary care, 
water, a balanced diet, clean 
and structurally sound housing 
that affords with enough space 
to move comfortably, and pro¬ 
tection from extremes in tem¬ 
perature and weather. 

The move comes with a 
proposed law in Congress that 
would ban using elephants 
under the big top, a tradition 
that animal rights activists say 
causes terrible suffering. 

The bill, introduced this 
month in the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives by Virginia Con¬ 
gressman Jim Moran, aims 
directly at traveling circuses by 
seeking to outlaw exotic or 
wild animals from perform¬ 
ances if they have been travel¬ 
ing within the previous 15 
days. 

That would mean an end to 
the days of elephants balancing 
on stools, tigers and lions 
jumping through fiery hoops, 
monkeys on wheels, or other 
popular staples of the ring.

Shares surge as central banks pump 
liquidity to avert crisis 


LONDON (AFP) - European 
shares rocketed yesterday and 
the euro leapt above $1.35 as 
leading central banks pumped 
liquidity into the financial sys¬ 
tem to prevent a second credit 
crunch linked to the eurozone 
debt crisis. 

The European Central 
Bank, the US Federal Reserve 
and central banks in Japan, 
Britain, Canada and Switzer¬ 
land unveiled coordinated len¬ 
ding action to reduce strains on 
financial markets. 

In response, stock markets 
surged. 

London’s FTSE-100 index 
of leading shares finished the 
day up 3.16 percent at 
5,505.42 points, while in Paris 
the CAC-40 jumped 4.22 per¬ 
cent to 3,154.62 points. In 
Frankfurt the DAX 30 ended 
up 4.98 percent at 6,088.84 


points after having been over 
five percent. 

Madrid climbed 3.96 per¬ 
cent and Milan gained 4.38 
percent. 

The European single cur¬ 
rency hit a one-week peak of 
$1.3533, from a level of around 
$1.33 moments before the 
news. At 1700 GMT the euro 
was trading at $1.3462, still up 
from $1.3317 late on Tuesday. 

European stocks had begun 
Wednesday by trading in neg¬ 
ative territory as eurozone fi¬ 
nance chiefs struggled to boost 
the firepower of a bailout fund 
for indebted members at a key 
gathering in Brussels on Tues¬ 
day. 

But following the central 
banks' action, Richard Hunter, 
head of equities at Hargreaves 
Lansdown Stockbrokers, said: 
"The world's central banks 


have shown the European area 
the meaning of decisive and 
coordinated action." 

The central banks said in a 
joint statement on Wednesday 
that they were acting in a coor¬ 
dinated way to reduce strains 
on the financial markets and 
boost lending to businesses 
and consumers. 

They added that they were 
lowering the cost of providing 
dollars to banks, and were en¬ 
gaging in "coordinated actions 
to enhance their capacity to 
provide liquidity support to the 
global financial system." 

"The purpose of these ac¬ 
tions is to ease strains in finan¬ 
cial markets and thereby 
mitigate the effects of such 
strains on the supply of credit 
to households and businesses 
and so help foster economic 
activity," they said. 

The arrangement allows the 
central banks to lend dollars to 
commercial banks that might 
be finding it hard to borrow 
them directly from other banks 
and is aimed at easing tensions 
in the crucial interbank lending 
market. 

The banks added that they 
were not only reducing the cost 
of this operation, but also ex¬ 
tending it until February 1, 
2013.

United Continental Hol¬ 
dings said it received Federal 
Aviation Administration ap¬ 
proval for a single operating 
certificate for United and Con¬ 
tinental after an 18-month 
process of aligning the two air¬ 
lines' operating policies and 


procedures. 

United Continental Hold¬ 
ings was formed last year by 
the merger of United and Con¬ 
tinental. 

The two airlines will con¬ 
tinue to operate separate web¬ 
sites until the company 
migrates to a single passenger 
service system in the first quar¬ 
ter of 2012, the Chicago-based 
holdings firm said. 

United and Continental 
have more than 80,000 em¬ 
ployees worldwide. 


US Cyber Monday spending 
hits new high 



SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
US online shopping hit a 
record high on Cyber Monday 
with people racking up $1.25 
billion worth of purchases on 
the Internet, according to com- 
Score. 

Sales at US e-commerce 
sites topped last year's Cyber 
Monday figures by 22 percent, 
the industry tracker reported. 

"It was just the second bil- 
lion-dollar spending day on 
record," said comScore chair¬ 
man Gian Fulgoni, noting that 
last year's Cyber Monday was 
the first time that threshold 
was breached. 

"It will be interesting to 
watch the next couple of 
weeks to see if any future indi¬ 
vidual days in 2011 manage to 
leapfrog this year's highest 
day-to-date," he added. 


The year-end holiday shop¬ 
ping season was starting off 
strong online, with US Internet 
shops seeing $15 billion in 
sales between the start of No¬ 
vember and Cyber Monday, 
according to comScore. 

Cyber Monday was 
launched in 2005 by a US na¬ 
tional retail association to 
bring online shopping into the 
mainstream.

PARIS (AFP) - The story of 
men, women and children 
plucked from their homes in 
the West's colonies and exhib¬ 
ited like zoo animals is the 
focus of a major show that 
opened this week at Paris' 
tribal arts museum. 

"Exhibitions: the invention 
of the savage", at the Quai 
Branly museum, shows how 
up until the mid-20th century, 
labelling indigenous peoples 
of Africa, Asia, Oceania and 
America "savages" helped to 
justify the brutality of colonial 
rule. 

Former football star Lilian 
Thuram, who was born on the 
French Caribbean island 
Guadeloupe, is chief curator of 
the show. He told AFP he was 
stunned by a visit to Hamburg 
zoo in Germany. 

"At the entrance there are 
animal sculptures, but also 


ones of Indians and Africans - 
- letting visitors know they are 
going to see not just animals 
but human beings as well," he 
said. "They are still there 
today." 

In 1931, the grandparents of 
another French footballer, 
Christian Karembeu, were put 
on display at the Jardin d'Ac¬ 
climation in Paris, then in Ger¬ 
many, along with around 100 
other New Caledonian 
Kanaks, cast as "cannibals". 

From the Indians brought 
back to Spain by Christopher 
Columbus after 1492, until the 
end of the 18th century, the 
first wave of shows involved 
indigenous people seen as ex¬ 
otic or monstrous, shown to a 
limited European elite. 

But the phenomenon ex¬ 
panded massively from the 
early 19th century on, when 
South Africa's Saartje Baart- 


man, known as the "Hottentot 
Venus", was exhibited in Lon¬ 
don and Paris. 

"We reckon that 1.4 billion 
people were exposed to these 
exhibitions of so-called 'sav¬ 
ages', at universal exhibitions, 
fairs, circuses or theatres," be¬ 
tween 1810 and 1958, said one 
of the curators, historian Pas¬ 
cal Blanchard. 

Such shows took place 
across Europe, but also in the 
United States, Japan and Aus¬ 
tralia, involving some 35,000 
people from the colonies, 
many of whom were paid for 
their appearance. 

The show brings together 
some 600 artefacts from paint¬ 
ings to sculptures, posters and 
books as well as skull-measur¬ 
ing devices used to demon¬ 
strate the supposed superiority 
of whites over other peoples. 


Cuban film school seeks 
return to free tuition

SAN ANTONIO DE LOS 
BANOS (AFP) - A prestigious 
film school founded by Fidel 
Castro and Nobel laureate 
Gabriel Garcia Marquez is 
seeking a return to its roots by 
offering free tuition to its 
global students. 

The new head of Cuba's In¬ 
ternational School of Film and 
Television, Rafael Rosal, is 
hoping to take advantage of its 
25th anniversary to set up an 
international fund to help stu¬ 
dents eschew the fees. 

"In the mid-1990s, when 
Cuba experienced its 'special 
period' of economic crisis after 
the fall of the Soviet empire, 
we had to start making stu¬ 
dents pay, and that changed 


our profile," said Rosal, 
a Guatemalan, who 
graduated from the 
school when the Cuban 
government still paid 
the tuition fees. 

EICTV's more than 
120 students pay about 
$6,500 each year, while 
tuition remains free at 
Cuba's other big inter¬ 
national schools, like 
the Latin American 
School of Medicine and 
the International School 
of Physical Education and 
Sports. 

"One of the things that 
makes this school unique is 
that all our professors are pro¬ 
fessionals, very active cine¬ 
matographers who spend two 
or three weeks at the school 
each year," Rosal said. 

"We probably have the 
biggest teaching staff of all 
film schools — up to 400 per 
year — which makes it a very 
special place to learn for stu¬ 
dents." 

The school, located just 30 
kilometers (20 miles) from Ha¬ 
vana, also grows vegetables on 
its 40 hectares (100 acres) to 
feed students, teachers and 300 
staff.

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New abuse claims 
against coach 


PHILADELPHIA (AFP) - 
Former Penn State University 
assistant American football 
coach Jerry Sandusky sexually 
abused a boy more than 100 
times, according to a lawsuit 
filed on Wednesday. 

Sandusky faces charges of 
abusing eight boys over 15 
years in criminal court but the 
first lawsuit filed in the scan¬ 
dal raised new allegations 
against Sandusky, who al¬ 
legedly threatened the victim's 
family to coerce his silence. 

Lawyer Jeff Anderson said 
the alleged victim was not 
among the eight boys who 
were mentioned in a grand 
jury report that led to charges 
against Sandusky, but added 
the man had filed a report to 
law enforcement officials on 
Tuesday. 

Penn State and The Second 
Mile, a youth charity group 
founded by Sandusky, were 
also named with Sandusky as 
defendants in the lawsuit. The 
alleged victim said he knew 
Sandusky through the charity 
program. 

The lawsuit claims the man, 
now 29 and identified only as 
John Doe, was abused by San¬ 
dusky from 1992 through 
1996, when he was 10 to 14 
years old, at the coaches' 


home, in a Penn State locker 
room, at a post-season bowl 
game and on trips to Philadel¬ 
phia. 

"I am hurting and have been 
for a long time because of 
what happened, but feel now 
even more tormented that I 
have learned of so many other 
kids were abused after me," 
the plaintiff said in a statement 
released by Anderson. 

Sandusky has admitted to 
showering with young boys 
and has denied molesting any¬ 
one. 

The scandal led to the fir¬ 
ings of university president 
Graham Spanier and legendary 
gridiron coach Joe Patemo. 

Athletic Director Tim Cur¬ 
ley, who was put on adminis¬ 
trative leave, and Gary 
Schultz, who stepped down as 
the Penn State vice president 
in charge of the school police 
department, are charged with 
lying to a grand jury and fail¬ 
ing to report child sex abuse to 
authorities. 

Anderson took aim at insti¬ 
tutional failures. 

"We need to address the in¬ 
stitutional recklessness and 
failures," Anderson said. "Was 
it because of power, money, 
fear, loyalty, lack of educa¬ 
tion?"

Sport in oil-rich Qatar - 
a ruling family affair 


DOHA (AFP) - Qatar's boom¬ 
ing sports industry is run by a 
handful of men and women 
from the Gulf state's ruling Al- 
Thani family, the success of 
which is fuelled by money and 
an eye for recruiting foreign 
talent. 

The crown prince and son 
of the current Emir, Sheikh 
Tamim bin Hamad Al-Thani, 
is the driving force behind the 
transformation of the sandy 
and barren country with a pop¬ 
ulation of just over 1.7 million 
into a world-class hub for 
major sports events. 

Appointed in 2001 to head 
Qatar's Olympic Committee 
(QOC), Al-Thani is also a 
member of the International 
Olympic Committee (IOC) 
and holds the top position on 
several sports committees and 
federations in Qatar. 


Starting Today, NBA players 
will be granted access to team 
practice facilities.

Qatar's football league, 
under pressure to perform in 
light of the country's success¬ 
ful bid to host the 2022 World 
Cup, is coached almost en¬ 
tirely by foreigners, with 
Brazilian Sebastiao Fazaroni 
in charge of the national side. 

Thirteen of the 14 first divi¬ 
sion teams have foreign 
coaches, including Frenchmen 
Belmadi, Alain Perrin, Bruno 
Metsu and Bernard Simondi. 

All of Qatar's sports federa¬ 
tions look beyond the Gulf 
state's borders for the expertise 
that this young nation is lack¬ 
ing within.

Jaguars being sold to Pakistan-born 
businessman 



JACKSONVILLE (AFP) - 
Jacksonville Jaguars owner 
Wayne Weaver said he is sell¬ 
ing the National Football 
League team to Pakistani-born 
businessman Shahid Khan. 

Weaver said that he signed 
the deal after running it past 


NFL commissioner Roger 
Goodell, aware that the 
league's finance committee 
must review the sale and the 
full ownership board must 
vote to approve the sale. 

"This was not about money. 
This was about continuing the 
legacy that we have started." 

Weaver, who founded the 
Jaguars as an expansion team 
in 1995, said he expects the 
deal will be approved in early 
January and that Khan will 
keep the team in Jacksonville, 
although no such assurance 
was written into the contract. 

"It's hard to write something 
to say you are going to force 
somebody to keep something 
here," Weaver said. 

Weaver said Khan plans to 


purchase a home in Jack¬ 
sonville and guide the team's 
operations from there. 

Khan, who was bom in Pak¬ 
istan in 1950 and moved to the 
United States as a teenager, 
worked in a small auto parts 
garage while earning an engi¬ 
neering degree at the Univer¬ 
sity of Illinois, then opened his 
own small business. 

"This gentleman is ab¬ 
solutely the American story," 
Weaver said. "He came to this 
country from Pakistan... he has 
factories worldwide and is one 
of the major producers of parts 
for all of the major automobile 
companies. 

Khan, who had shown inter¬ 
est in purchasing the St. Louis 
Rams when they were for sale, 


was a dream come true for 
Weaver, who at 77 said he 
looks forward to enjoying free 
time and travel without watch¬ 
ing over the Jaguars. 

"The main motivation for 
that exit strategy was to find 
someone who had the same 
passion for the NFL and for 
Jacksonville that we did," 
Weaver said. "He wanted to 
buy a team and he wanted to 
do it in Jacksonville. He wel¬ 
comes the opportunity and the 
challenge to build a champi¬ 
onship team here." 

The announcement came 
the same day the Jaguars fired 
coach Jack Del Rio after a 3-8 
start to his ninth season in the 
post.
